Election/Restrictions 
Claims 1-8 are withdrawn from fixrther consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on June 13, 
2005. Although the apphcant eliminates the indicator means to make the claim generic, it 
however, is fail to make the claim generic because the claim 1 does not require a switch means 
while claim 9 does not require a mechanical control interface . . . without a direct rotatable 
connection to the shaft, a retainer . . . and a connector.
